•while giving to the autside public thfe 
information that only "dusters" had 
been found in wells that have appar- 
ently, been abandoned, but which in 
reality have only been, plugged'up'until 
such 'tfme as it may suit the business 
interests' of their real owners to let 
tlt^ai flow freely. 


How many, known oil fields are ther; 


in TeKas, and which is the1 'richer? 
Well, if one were guided in his judg- 
ment .by the prospecting for oil ansl 
the organization 6t* local development 
companies the "ft-hole state would have- 
to be classed as one vast oil range. 
Only three weil defined .-fields, however, 
have thus for been brought into what 
could be termed active operation. 


Beaumont is. of course, by far tie 


largest, and richest district yet devel- 
oped. Ninety-five .jrer cent of all Oil 
operations are at present confined to 
what is technically known as the Beau- 
mont district. Sow Lake. 20 miles 
northwest of Beaumont, is really an 
annex of the Beaumont district, but is 
known to be extremely rich'in oil. Cor- 
sicana, the oldest developed oil field in 
the state, conies nest, in point of mate 
rial interest.

EftOS A DOUBLE PLANET. 


ot tbo Investigation of Pro- 


tensor A. C. Luun. 


A.. C. Lima, Instructor in astronomy 


at tb« University of Chicago, says that 
a£ s result of bis observations he be- 
lieves that the planet Eros la wade up 
of-tTvo celestial bodies, as was recently 
suggested by a European astronomer. 
Instructor Lunn has been wateblng 
the'planet tbrougb tbe university teie- 
scope for tbe last three months with 
tbe purpose of finding out the cause of 
its irregularity in stee. In speaking of 
the results of bis observation the other 
day to a reporter of the Chicago Inter 
Ocean-be said: 


"I began my observation at tbe sug- 


gestion of Oppolzer, the Vienna ob- 
server, and, while my telescope is not 
big enough to do thoroughly good 
\vork, I have seen enough to induce me 
to think that Eros is a double plauot- 
At one time the planet is small,- and 
the nest time it is .large, and this ir- 
regularity is due to one of two theories: 


"First, tbat the reflection Is modified 


'by,-Its position while iu rotation, just 
as our continents and oceaus would 
cause our globe to appear modified; 
second, that it is made up of two plan- 
ets, tbe smaller..showing at OHO period 
of rotation aad the latter it another."
